Code change affects new 
commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions take effect on January 1, 2001 and 
they constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, is now offering training seminars on the new 
energy code. Architects, engineers, interior design- 
ers, contractors and others are encouraged to attend.

The Barometer, also known as “The South Boston 
Waterfront: A Vision Becoming Reality,” is designed 
to help Boston residents imagine what is coming to 
this area of our city. The South Boston Waterfront 
Focus Team, a volunteer subcommittee of the BSA 
Urban Design Committee, was formed in early 1998 
to respond to and work with the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and other interested 
groups in this most critical of planning opportuni- 
ties. 


The Barometer is designed to help evaluate specific 
development proposals within the context of the 
city’s own Public Realm Plan and the capacity of this 
Boston neighborhood. The Barometer enables users 
to understand the implications of each development 
proposal for the entire district. It highlights key 
concerns such as transportation capacity to support 
proposed development, open space and residential 
uses necessary to realize the city’s goal of a vibrant, 
mixed-use community. 


The Barometer’s computer-generated plan and aerial 
views take all of the proposals currently announced 
and draw them on one map so that they can be pre- 
pared to one another and to the City’s plan. For 
areas of the district for which no development pro- 
posal yet exists, we have extrapolated a built form 
and volume similar to that proposed for adjacent 
parcels under the assumption that no later developer 
will ask for less than the height and density prece- 
dents established in the early stages. 


The general intent of this BSA effort is to enhance 
the public discussion of comprehensive city planning 
and development. We present the data available, 
analyze the implications and draw preliminary con- 
clusions. A picture of what we may get as a commu- 
nity is emerging. In critical aspects, that picture dif- 
fers from the consensus vision manifested in the 
city’s plan. In effect, the Barometer asks “Where are 
we headed...and is it where we want to end up?” 


In addition to the Barometer itself, a variety of Focus 
Team letters commenting on specific proposals and 
on the city’s Municipal Harbor Plan are also available 
on the Web site.

Artery land-use issues 
detailed in draft report 


The first written evidence of the work of the Central 
Artery Corridor Master Plan Steering Committee 
and its consultants (SMWM/The Cecil Group with 
The Halvorson Company) has been published by 
the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 


Titled “Urban Issues Analysis Report/Draft for 
Review”, this is an excellent 100-page summary of 
the information gathered in months of public hear- 
ings and other research by the consultants. The 
report focuses on the Artery history and its neigh- 
borhoods, transportation issues, open space, building 
context, what it refers to as “urban forces” and pro- 
vides a visual analysis.

Air-rights report offers 

a “civic vision” 

In September 1998, Boston mayor Tom Menino 
commissioned an impressive group “to craft a vision 
for the air rights over the Boston Extension of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike.” The group — the 
Strategic Development Study Committee (SDSC) 
— was chaired by David Lee FAIA; the contributing 
consultants were Goody, Clancy & Associates and 
included Carol R. Johnson Associates and the 
Bluestone Planning Group. 


The comprehensive, 94-page report, following a 
summary of its findings and some proposed next 
steps, includes a history lesson and a description of 
opportunities and challenges along the Artery corri- 
dor. The Committee also analyzed the practical 
forces it believes must be understood in air-rights 
development including technical challenges, eco- 
nomic feasibility, transportation and environmental 
issues. 


The resulting document and public comments on it 
may be viewed at the BRA in City Hall, at the main 
branch of the BPL (in the Government Documents 
section) and at the South End Branch of the BPL.

Fireproof building history

© Fee-bidding was discussed at length as 
Commissioner of Governmental Affairs John Miller 
FAIA reported that the Massachusetts Designer- 
Selection Board (DSB) agreed to distribute a letter to 
all Massachusetts municipalities underscoring the 
fact that the recent court decision involving the 
Town of Norwell has not legitimized fee-bidding for 
design services (as had been claimed by a Boston law 
firm). This is a very significant step on the state's 
part to reinforce the inappropriateness of selecting 
designers based on fee bids. For more information, 
write Miller at miller@hmfh.com. 


© Board member Marc Margulies AIA and Bissera 
Antikarov, Assoc. AIA, co-chairs with Peter Kuttner 
FAIA of the BSA’s South Boston Seaport Focus 
Team, provided the Board with a description of the 
continuing dialogue on the appropriate uses of the 
“BSA Barometer” and the current status of develop- 
ment negotiations in the Seaport District. 


® Steve Cecil AIA, the BSA representative on the 
group appointed to work with the BRA to develop 
Boston's Municipal Harbor Plan, described the cur- 
rent status of that effort. The Board responded to 
the BRA on three critical issues: the necessity for 
clarity in the city’s plan regarding substitutions and 
offsets in the Harbor Plan; the need for any city plan 
submitted to the state to be realistically approvable;

Plan and the city’s own Public Realm Plan for the 
development of the Seaport District.

Designers wanted for fire 
investigation pilot program 


How do buildings perform in fires? What factors 
contribute to structure failure, flashover, and injuries 
to firefighters and building occupants? 


The national office of the AIA is funding a pilot pro- 
gram in Boston to begin looking for the answers to 
these questions and more. Architects and fire-pro- 
tection engineers interested in undertaking a two-day 
training program in fire-incident documentation — 
and then to be on-call on a rotating basis for the six- 
month duration of the pilot program — will have 
the opportunity to observe and record building-per- 
formance data and fire-fighting techniques.

The first-day roundtable discussion, moderat- 
ed by Architectural Record senior editor Cliff Pearson, 
emphasized a variety of practice issues including 
cross-cultural electronic communications. 


U.S. Department of Commerce representative Sam

ful to American architects working overseas. 


After the first day at the BSA, the group moved to 
Roger Williams University in Rhode Island for the 
second-day investigation of a series of projects by 
Boston architects in other countries and, for compar- 
ison purposes, several projects by a firm of Indian 
architects in their own country.

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Harvard shapes housing and 
other community initiatives 


Harvard’s Senior Director of Community Relations, 
Mary H. Power, came to the BSA for a recent meet- 
ing of the Higher Education Facilities Committee 
chaired by Liviu Brill AIA and Donna Denio. The 
intent was to provide BSA members and allies with a 
current perspective on Harvard development plans 
and their relation to Boston and Cambridge commu- 
nities. 


Power noted that Harvard has grown alongside 
Cambridge over the past 360 years. With a long- 
range horizon, Power noted, Harvard's priorities are 
no doubt different from those of developers who are 
compelled to focus on shorter-term commercial 
returns. Power believes this fundamental difference 
is what sets universities apart from other developers 
and has allowed Harvard to shape a comprehensive 
program of community-service and partnership ini- 
tiatives designed to respond to community concerns. 
Power noted that, although Harvard is exempt from 
most taxes and fees, it has contributed millions of 
dollars to Cambridge and Boston in lieu of taxes and 
recently committed $21 million to preserve afford- 
able housing in both cities in order to encourage 
housing policy innovation. 


Over the last ten years, Power said, renovation has 
been Harvard’s primary approach to meeting its own 
space needs, She said that projects planned for the 
next few years include an addition to the Andover 
Library, the Knafel Center for Government and 
International Studies, a proposed new museum facil- 
ity along the Charles River, and the addition of 250 
units of graduate student housing in Allston. 


Power said that Harvard’s academic programs contin- 
ue to evolve and that planning initiatives focus on 
new areas of scientific research and teaching, upgrad- 
ing the technology infrastructure at the university, 
increasing executive education, lifelong and distance 
learning, and renovating and modernizing libraries. 
As Harvard enters a period of active planning for 
new construction, according to Power, new chal- 
lenges arrise that relate to community concerns 
about growth, Sensitivity to the historic patterns of 
development and strong involvement with the neigh- 
borhoods and the cities, Power said, will inform 
Harvard’s planning.
